Alternative route? 


B radford West 

Gwillimbury’s mayor 
and council, and other local 
municipal leaders, have been 
pushing the province to reinstate 
plans for the Bradford Link, a 
400-series highway that would 
connect Highway 404 with the 
400 and take the pressure off 
Holland and Bridge streets, 
which are currently at capacity 
during morning and evening 
rush hours. 

With additional housing 
development planned in East 
Gwillimbury, Bradford, Innisfil 
and Barrie, traffic pressures 
will only mount, adding to 
the existing bottleneck on 
southbound Yonge Street. 

But how realistic is a Bradford 
Link? The environmental 
assessment for the original 
route is more than 10 years old; 
the cost is likely to be in the 
billions of dollars, even if the 
environmental assessment is 
renewed without challenge; and 
the time frame for completion 
could be five to seven years, or 
longer, even if the project is put 


back on the table immediately. 

And it’s hard to imagine the 
financially strapped Ontario 
government, which seems to 
be on a desperate quest to sell 
off public assets to pay for its 
promises, committing to the 
construction of a new highway, 
especially since it has invested 
so deeply in transit. 

Maybe there's a compromise: 
Don’t build the full link, but 
build a second bridge over 
the Holland River at the 8th 
Line, and use existing road 
infrastructure - Line 8 in 
Bradford West Gwillimbury, and 
Queensville Sideroad in East 
Gwillimbury - to carry traffic. 

It won't be a four-lane 400- 
series highway, but it could be 
an option to reduce congestion, 
speed commerce, create better 
connectivity and an alternative 
transportation route, should 
the existing bridge be blocked 
by a collision. It could also be 
built more quickly than the full 
Bradford Link route, which would 
also require new interchanges at 
both 404 and 400.

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury (BWG) is initiating a Class Environmental Assessment 
study for improvements to Line 8 from Barrie Street to Sideroad 10 including Sideroad 10 
(300m north and south of Line 8).

Remembering the Holocaust 



in early November. 

It’s Holocaust Education 
Week, Nov. 2-9, a time to 
remember the great atroci¬ 
ties, sacrifices and acts of 
heroism during the Second 
World War, when the Nazis' 
“final soludon” exterminated 
six million Jews in concentra¬ 
tion and death camps. 

For a second year, the 
BWG Diversity Action Group 
hosted a Holocaust Educa¬ 
tion Week speaker as part of 
the Neuberger Hew tour, ‘“Ihe 
Future of Memory.” BWG 
Mayor Rob Keffer spoke of 
the importance of the event, 
to "remember the men, 
women and children who 
died or suffered in the Holo- 

understanding and harmony 
across aU nations.” 

Bradford Rabbi Yosef 
Nakkar introduced speaker 
Edward Fisch, noting, “It 


today,” to combat a rising 
tide of intolerance and anti¬ 
semitism. "Only through our 
actions," and living accord- 


ities like the Holocaust be 
prevented, he said. 

Fisch was born in 1933 in 
Budapest, Hungary. When 
war broke out, he was six 
years old, living in poverty 


a younger brother, grand¬ 
mother and grandfather - six 
people crammed into a tiny, 


two-room apartment. 

The family operated a fruit 
stand and collected scraps 
of fabric to eke out a living, 
restricted by anti-semitic 
laws and curfews. At the 
time, Hungary was aligned 
with Nazi Germany and Italy 
against the Allies. 

Life was made more dif¬ 
ficult by the rabidly anti- 
semitic Arrow Cross, a mili¬ 
tia that targeted Jewish men, 
women and children. 

“Life in Hungary for Jewish 
people was very, very rough,” 
Fisch said. During the war 
years, his father was forced 
into slave labour - but the sit¬ 
uation worsened in March of 
1944, when the Nazis invaded 
Budapest. Fisch’s father was 
taken to the front; his mother, 
trying to bring warm cloth- 

arrested by the Nazis and 
eventually sent to Auschwitz. 

On Oct. 20, the Nazis went 
door to door, taking all Jew¬ 
ish men between the ages of 

ther, Yisrael - “If ever there 
was a saint in this world, it 
was my grandfather,” Fisch
